Graduating from Savannah State Col- 
lege, Savannah, Georgia, 
George Kent served two years and 
nine months the armed forces. at- 
tended Boston University from 1945 
1949, receiving the A.M. 1948. Since 
1949, has been Assistant Professor 
English, Delaware State College, 
Dover, Delaware. 

His dissertation, Social Criticism 
the Novels, Plays, and Representative 
Short Stories John Galsworthy, 
ten under the supervision Gerald 
Brace, Professor English, asks prin- 
cipally the following questions 
Galsworthy’s works: their criticism 
significant beyond the author’s own 
times? Does the art containing the 


criticism possess the vitality 


the present-day reader? The study, 
therefore, seeks determine what 
Galsworthy achieved worthy the in- 
terest posterity—a question inter- 
est the specialist and the general 
reader. 

attempting assess Galsworthy’s 
achievement, Mr. Kent first assembled 
the biographical facts revealing the 
reasons for Galsworthy’s change from 
conventional upper middle class youth 
critic society, the reasons for his 
bitterness against the upper classes—a 
bitterness causing Galsworthy ques- 
tion the justice the whole structure 
British upper class society. 

assist him the interpretation 
Galsworthy, Mr. Kent then investi- 
gated the principles Galsworthy’s 
artistic and philosophic beliefs, task 
requiring study Galsworthy’s non- 
fictional works containing his views 
the short story, the drama, the novel, 
the nature the universe, and God. 

Possessing the essentials 
worthy’s biography and his philosophic 
and artistic perspectives, Mr. Kent an- 


alyzed Galsworthy’s works deter- 
mining his characteristic method 
presenting social criticism, deciding 
which works that method “live” 
one, and judging the works such 
bases the relative success with which 
the story and the criticism 
grated, the characterization realized, 
the setting presented, and the plot 
motivated. 


His investigations suggest that Gals- 
worthy was most successful artist 
and social critic when treated his 
own background—the upper middle 
class. That class, believes, vitally 
represented The Forsyte Saga, and 
particularly The Man Property, 
the first novel that work. Gals- 
worthy’s primary indictments the 
bourgeois class are that the pursuit 
material gain they reduce everything 
the status property, and that, 
simplify their task, they blacklist Na- 
ture, Love, Beauty, and God. the 
novels that succeed The Man Prop- 
erty, those indictments, with minor 
variations the character the prop- 
erty, are lodged against the aristocratic 
classes Britain, though with greatly 
diminished vitality. 

Mr. Kent believes Galsworthy’s plays 
not significant his novels. 
finds them most vital when they 
combine significant social subject with 
universal theme. Examples social 
subjects are the conflict between social 
classes, the conflict the individual 
with society, and the inadequacy 
society’s institutions; examples uni- 
versal themes are the inadequacy 
justice, the weakness human loyalty, 
and the deadening power material- 
ism. When Galsworthy able effec- 
tively combine such subjects and 
themes, his plays emerge, many 
cases, with power that should grip 
modern audience. 
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From his investigation the short 
stories, Mr. Kent believes that Gals- 
worthy’s stories are best when they are 
extended length, giving Galsworthy 
the space create definite beginning, 
middle, and end. The 
“Quality” is, course, exception 
that judgment. 

Mr. Kent did not find Galsworthy’s 
range overly broad. His criticism, 
was felt, envisions fundamental 
alterations the structure society 
obviate the injustices bitterly exco- 
riated. Further, ill-supported 
knowledge the people defended, 
what seems vague and highly 
abstract philosophy, and his admitted 
genteel reticence; his idealism his 
own admission shattered World War 
Galsworthy turned defend the 
upper classes had previously con- 
demned, and criticize the “modern- 
ism” the post-War world, which 
did not seem understand fully. 

The general body Galsworthy’s 
works, according Mr. Kent, seems 


weakened Galsworthy’s tendency 
characterize women refined and 
delicate people passively suffering the 
abuse sensual, possessive, and insensi- 
tive men. Such characterization seems 
him one sided. Equally one 
sided seems his tendency characterize 
post-War women morally unstable. 
still further weakness seems evident 
Galsworthy’s tendency character- 
ize the poor suffering forms only. 
poor, Mr. Kent sees Gals- 
worthy’s portrayal, grope joylessly, 
ill-supported the staff human dig- 
nity, twilight world squirming 
misery. 

finds Galsworthy’s characters and 
ideas few, greeting the reader, 
thinly disguised and vitality dimin- 
ished, long train books, plays, 
and short stories. 

However, the critic the upper 
middle class which could adequately 
arraign, not transcend, should 
remembered small number 
novels, plays, and short stories.

The Homage Volume, Festschrift 
collection articles from various 
hands published honor scholar 
institution some important occa- 
sion anniversary—is not yet utterly 
out style, though ever rising costs 
tend these days keep their number 
Articles reposing such collec- 
tions are marked for oblivion, and 
many doubt deserve that fate; but 
others, worthwhile and genuinely im- 
portant, merit prolonged life and influ- 
ence. interesting branch bibliog- 
raphy developing, designed give 
the scholar access the riches these 
collections his field. 

The compilers the index under 
review here, Dr. Golden Boston 
University and Dr. Simches Harvard 
University, have collected from more 
than 300 Festschriften the titles 1550 
articles dealing with modern French 
literature and language, A.D. 1500 
1952; see their own account this ven- 
ture the JouRNAL 
February, 1953, pp. 127-130. The fin- 
ished product shows all hopes amply 
realized. The format excellent, the 
book easy handle, and the typog- 
raphy very clear. 

The Homage Volumes are listed, 
alphabetically and with code numbers, 
pages 1-23. The articles that follow, 
each listed with the appropriate number 
the volume its source, are pre- 
sented under the categories French 
literature, literary and intellectual rela- 
tions between France and other coun- 
tries, and French language. The articles 
literature are classified according 
century and subject-matter divisions 
within each century. Articles lan- 
guage are arranged under such head- 
ings phonology, morphology and

syntax, word formation, and dialec- 
tology. This arrangement lends greatly 
the readability the volume and 
demonstrates the skill organization 
and learning the compilers. index 
contributors the Homage Volumes 
well persons and subjects treated 
completes the bibliography. 

For improved readability the list 
Festschriften, should have put the 
proper names alone capitals 
catch the consultant’s eye. Dr. Harry 
Williams (An Index Mediaeval 
Studies Published 
1865-1946, [University California 
Press, 1951]) this part his index 
uses code letters, e.g., SALI indicate 
the volume dedicated Salinas; hence, 
the volumes treats are not numbered, 
they are our present index, but 
are code-lettered according their al- 
phabetization. The early pioneer work 
Professor Camillo Merlino 
Boston University, index Homage 
Volumes dealing with Italian literature 
volume March and June, 
1930), lists the Festschriften date 
publication, and under each item 
listed names the articles therein 
running pagination; then gives 
proper-name and subject index for all 
titles recorded.
